Day, as we are told by Authority, 
15 ro implore the Blefling of Al- 


mighty God upon King Willians and Queen 
Mary's Forccs by Sea al Land, and Succels 
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in the War now declared againſt the French 
King. 
The buſineſs of this Day is to Faſt and 
Pray; to look up to Heaven, ' from whence 
cometh our Help ; and to call upon God tor 
Aid and Aſliſtance, that he would fave and 
deliver us from the Hands of all our Popith 
Enemies ; that he would detcat all their 
wicked Conlultations againſt us, and blets 
ns with Victory and Succels in our underta- 
king, for the Defence of our Religion, our 
Laws and Liberties. 

And, indeed, when we conlider how 
lately al! theſe were trampled upon, in what 
danger they were of being over-turned ; and 
how a Superſtitious way of Worſhip, and 
an Arbitrary kind of Government were even 
at our doors, and ripe for entring in; we 
have all the reaſon in the world to make 
our Acknowledgments of God's wonder- 
ful and merciful Deliverance : ; and to cry

Ipend my whole time upon that ſub; oy 
for certainly never any People have had Gaick 
Deliverances as we from time to time have 
had, In the Reign of Queen Elizabeth how 
did our reſileſs Enemies of the Romiſh 
Church 1ncontinently purine us, thit they 
might either utterly ruinate, or at leaſt ſubdue 
us to their former Ty ranny and Slavery. The 
whole Jefuntical Order ailembled rogether, 
_ took counlel again{t her and the Reli- 
gion ſhe profels'd ; but God was known in 
her Palaces as a fure Retuge , by whole 
mighty Protection and Providence the and 
it was moſt wonderfully preferved. 
That Cracious Qucen at length dying 1 
a cood old Age, King Faunes the Firſt was 
advanced to the Throne, whole Royal Head 
h:d not long wore the Engliſh Crown, rill 
his and our Fremies did conſult with Hell 
tor the deviſing fome notable projze& to 
introduce Popery amongſt us. The Fitth 
of November loudly cell: you what their 
Conſpiracy was, which to the utter ſubver- 
B {10N 
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ſion of that Proteſtant King, with the Nobi- 
lity, Clergy, and Commons of this Realm 
aſſembled in Parliament, had then ſeen the 
light, had not God diſcovered*the ſnares of 
Death that were laid for us, and wonder- 
fully delivered us from the ſame. The 
Cockatrice - Egg was well nigh hatched ; 
the Babylonith Infant was even come to the 
Birth ; and there wanted but the laſt Period 
| to have brought their horrible and wi .ed 
Enterprize to perfection ! But, fee how 
our merciful God did then look down trom 
Heaven upon us, and inatched us even as 
a Brand out of their fire! See, how the 
Lo:d was on our fide! Sec, how his Pro- 
vidence delivered us ! 

For when by Popiſh Treachery our Sove- 
reign Lord the King , the Queen, the No- 
bility, Clergy and Commons were appoin- 
ted as Shcep to the ſlaughter , and were to 
be blown up into the Air by Gun-powder ; 
God would not deliver them over as a prey 
into their Enzmy's teeth, but diſcovered the 
damnable Plot, and preſerved the King and 
the Three Eſtates of the Realm aſſembled 
tm Parliament from Death and Deſtruction.

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And I am ſure that Man mult be ſtrangely 
| blind that wil! not fee how the fame Merci- 
ful God has lat-iyv delivered us from the 
hands of thole cru! Men, who pr ofcis the 
lame Relig10n, a carry on tne {ame De- 
ſigns againſt Us. 

Heaven has done that for us, that we 
could never do for our {elves ; and when 
the Popiſh Party thought themtleives able to 
do their work, on a ſudden their Wiſdom 
was infarnated: their Deſizns were bl. ſted , 
their Pride __ abated. their Malice all i 
ged, and their Devices confounded; that we 
might even ſee the Salvation of our De. and 
tell of bis loving-kindneſs | from Generation to 
Generation. 

Now to engage this Mercifu! God ſtill to 
be on our {ide , this Day is appointed more 
particularly to proſtrate our ſelves before 
Him, and humbly to beleech Him that He 
weald co forth with our Fleets and Armies ; 
that He wou'd cur oft all ſuch worlkers of 
Inquity as turn Religion into Rebellion , 
and Faith into Faction ; that they may ne- 
ver prevail againfr us, or bring us under the 
Yoke of Popery 2 26d Slavery, but thar He

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would preſerve us in his true Rei1gton, and 
protect us in the ſame to the Peace and Pro- 
{perity of theſe Kingdoms. Tis moſt cer- 
tain the beſt way, under God's favour, to 
conquer and overcome ſuch as are 1 Arms 
againſt us, for Proteſtants to unite, to be 
all of one Mind, and live in Peace together. 
And for this cauſe I chole this Apoſtolical 
Admonition for the words of my Text, and 
from them to raiſe my Diſcourle ; that you 
who hear me this Day, and who own and 
proteſs the Proteſtant Religion , {criouſly 
confidering the great Dangers we are 1n 
by our Unhappy Diviſions, we may hence- 
forth be all of one Mind , live in Peace, and 
combine our ſtrength againſt the Popilh par- 
ty, who is our implacable and reſtleſs Ad- 
verſary. ; 
Now that we may be all of one Heart 
and one Soul, it will be of fingular ule to 
us to conſider the force of theſe following 
Arguments. 
xt. We Proteſtants all believe in the ſame 
God ; we all own one and the lame Re- 
deemer ; we are all united in our Minds in 


the belief of the ſame Holy Ghoſt the 


Sanctifer ; 
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SanGifer ; we have all one Golpel, the 
tame SCrIptures, ana Expect Salvation no o0- 
ther way, but through the Merits of Chriſt 
Teſus our only Mediator and Advocate. 
We are all agreed 1a che Fundat nentals of 
Relie1on , and we are all of one Mind, as to 
poLnts of Faith. Now ſ-cing we agree 11 
Spirituals , let us not differ in Tempor als 
but join againſt tne Common Enemy, and 
. fkrive rogether for the Faith of the Gof ſpel, 

and the Safety of our own Intereſts. As we 
are Proteſtants, let us all Unite 3 Tet us all 
be of one Mind, having compaſſion one of 
another; and endeavour by our Love and 
Charity , and by Unanimity amongſt our 
{clves, tO promote the ood and welfare of 
the Proteſtant Religion. Norhing 1s more 
delighttul unto G od. who 18 2 God of Pe: ICC. 
than for Brethren ro live together 1 Unity ; 
and nothing, I am fare, cin {fo much con- 
duce to che preſervation of the Proteſtant 
Religion at this Day, as a Brotherly Aﬀeci- 
on of one Proteſtant towards another. We 
are {o charitable one towards another, as 
chat through the Mercy of God we all hope 


ro be faved ; and fince we all pray that we 
may 
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may be united in the {ame Socicty 1n Hea- 
ven, why therefore ſhould we difter on 
Earth, and be divided in our AﬀeCtions; and 
by ſuch a Diviſion give our Adverſaries an 
advantage againſt us? In Heaven there 1s 
no Feuds and Contentions ; the happy In- 
habitants of that Kingdom are all of one 
Mind, and live peaceavly rogether : . there are 
no quarrels and janglings in thole pure and 


Celeſtial Manſions : And leeing there is no 


_ diſcord there, let there be as little as may 


be here, eſpecially : amongſt Proteſtants, that 
ſo we may enjoy the comfortable fruits of 
our Unity, of our Peace, and of our Con- 
cord. *Tis our Saviour's Aſer tion, A King- 
dom divided againſt i felf cannot fland : And 
if Proteſtants be divided one againſt ano- 
ther, we may eaſily imagine that ſuch an 
unhappy Diviſion is a great weakner of the 
Proteſtant Intereſt, cipecially at this junGure, 
when both French and Iriſh Papiſts are ſha- 
king hands and combining together to de- 
your us. The ſtrength and intereſt of the 
Proteſtant Caule, at this day, lies in the Uni- 
ty of Proteſtants; and FT pray what is it, 


next und-zr God, but an entire Union, and 
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an hearty Agreement in the Inhabitants of 
London-Derry, which 15 the great Inſtrument 
which has made them 1o Jong hold their 
ground, and keep poſleſſion of that Town , 
and what Riches and other Goods they hive 
in it. It we divide among our elves, we 
rake the direct courle to be ruined : we run 
upon our own Deſtruction, and give our 
Enemies ſuch an advantage againſt us, as 
they have all along deft red, and been many 
years contriving. The TOI Religion 
is the great Ob e& of Popith Rage and Envy ; 
and could they once on n wack this, we 
ſhould then find, to our ſad CXPCrICNCe, they 
would ſoon ſing their Te Denms. and would 
triumph in the ruine of us and our Rehg1on. 
And therefore by all chat 1s dear to us, let 
us be of 012 Mind, and live in Peace ; that fo 
we may be able to repel t the force of our 
French and Iriſh Enemies; and make them 
know, That a Proteſtznt Kingdom will ne- 
ver {utter the Proteſtant Religion to bz root- 
ed and bamihed our of Engl md, wherein 
its Glory, Truth, and FRY | O vrofels'd. 

'Tis faid of King Cyrus, as one words it; 
who having a Deſign Upon Bells, but fad- 


ng 
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ing the River Eupbrates | in his way ; the Cur- 
rent whereof was fo ſtrong, that it put an 
end to his March, and obfirudted | us Patlage ; 
whereupon the King in his wrath tet his 
whole Army to wor k upon it, who divided 
it into an hundred and” Faltſroce Channels, 
and laid it dry ; fo that the Enemy at eaſe 
went in and won the City, which before was 
invincible. So if we Proteſtants cut our 
main Current, by dividing our ſelves into 
divers Opinions, and ſet up for difterent In- 
relts, we give our French and Iriſh Adverla- 
ries an opportunity of paſling over to us, to 
our certain and unavoidable clo: 
And then what might we expect from the 
hands of French and Iriſh, whole tender Mer- 
cies would be cruel? I am jure 1t greatly 
concerns all thoſe who call themſelves Prote- 
{tants to look about them; to look up to 
Heaven; to hold all hands up in Prayer; 
and to cry out with one mouth, Lord ſave 

us from a French Dragooner , ad an Iriſh 
Teal He. 


it Proteſtants at this day would join their 


Prayers and Hands together, with the help 


of God they need not fear but to make their 


Fnemies 
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Fnemics tremble before them. Cod 1s a God 
hearing Prayer ; 1n Him alone Jet us fix tlic 
Anchor of our Hope. He has been our Deli- 
verer ; and we may bave very good hop:<s He 
will deliver us ſtill ; and employ his Provt- 
dence tor our Help and Victory .over thoſe 
who. would ſubdue us, and bring us under 
the cruel bondage of Popery and Slavery. 
Bur {eeing our Difſenting Proteſtants are 
not preſent to hear me, [ with thoſe of the 
Church of Exgland would no longer {peak 
but with one Tongue , That they would all 
be of one Mind ; and that every Member of it 
would practice thole things w hich would moſt 
conduce to the peace and welfare, and to the 
good and proſperity of our Church and King- 
dom. The Miſchicfs which ariſe from Men 
of the ſame Communion being at variance a- 
mong th :emlelves, are very dangerous: ; tor be- 
ing difunited in Mind and Judgment, they 
will be oppoling and contradicting one ano- 
ther, to the bringing in Ditcord and Bitter- 
neſs, Wrath and Anger, Detraction and Con- 
a among themſelves. Befhdes, their Ene- 
mies take an Advantage by their being d1vi- 
ded; and we may be ſure they wall not be 
C wanting 
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wanting to run it as high as they can, and to 
make Hay while the Sun ſhines. God knows 


T ſpeik this without any Reficion ; my lin- 


cere Love for the Church of England, as by 
Law eſtab'iſhed; and my entire Harred a- 
eainſt Popery puts me upon wiihing , with- 
out refleting upon any perſon. O that 
all Church-of-England-Men, at this junGure, 


would be of one Mind ! what Comfort, what 


Peace, and what Security to the Church of 
England's Tntereſt would this be ? 

I ſhall not here take upon me to lart-tie 
fome Mens ſcruples ; I hope a little time, and 
a little more conſideration will ; only I ſhall 
t:]] you my own ſence about the preſent At- 
fairs ; which is this : I ſtedfaſtly believe, and 
in my Conſcience am pe:{waded, That what 
the Repreſentatives of the Nation have done, 
no private perſon ought to oppoſe ; but thar 
it 1s his Duty to be filent, either by comply- 
ing with the preſent Government, or elle ]1- 
ving fo as he grve no diſturbance mn it. Dt- 
viſtons, Wranelings and Contentions eat out 
the very Heart of Religion : Theſe, like a 
Worm at the Root of a Tree, will keep it 


from thriving ; and therefore our Reformed 
Church 
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Church at this time calls loudly upon all To 


Members to be of one Mind, to unite , ard 
that there be no Diviſtons amongſt hs 
One great means of prop:gating "rhe Chri- 
ſian Reli i1010n, was the Union and good A- 
oreement of all Chriſt's Followers: And there- 
tore we find Him earneſtly praying in the 
1 7th Chapter of St. Fobn's Golpe!, That they 
all might be one, and that they alſo might be per- 
ef in one. His Heart and Delire was fo tull 
of this, and fo {ct upon it, that he mentions 
 1t no leſs than four times in the ſame Prayer, 
as you find it at the 11, 21, 22, and 25 Ver- 
les of the forecited Chapter. Now 1t Chrilt's 
Heart was {o much ſet upon the Unity and 
Agreement of his Followers, we muſt needs 
conclude, They are Men according to his own 
heart, that deſign and endeavour afier the things 
ihat make for Peace. What the meaning of 
theie words are; Divide them in Jacob, and 
ſeater them in Ifrael, | leave you to judge ; : 
wilhing you always to remember that ſay- 
ing of the blefled Jeſus, A Nation divided 
againſt it felt, is brought to defolation - and [ 
am ſure a Church Hiv:ded againſt 1t ſelt runs 
the ſame risk, and is in danger of a d:cadjul

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[In that Form of Prayer which we ule this 
Day, there is one excellent Prayer, That God 
would give us Grace ſer touſly to lay to heart ihe 


great Dangers we are by our unhappy Divi- 


ſions, and the great Obligations which lie upon

is but one Body, ana one Spirit, and one Hope of 
our Calling ; one Lord, one Faith, one Baptiſm, 

on: God and Father of us all ; ſo we may hence- 
forth be all of one Heart, and of one Soul, united 
in one holy Bond of Trath and Peace, of Faith 
and Charity, and may with one Mind and one 
Mouth glorifte the Lord, That Prayer you'll 
hear read atter Sermon, after the Prayer for 
the whole State of Chriſt s Church Militant bere 
on Earth ; and therefore let me belcech you 
to join fervently with the Miniſter in it; to 
be earneſt with God , and: with a Reverend 
Regard to addreſs your {elves to Him, that 
by the Power of His Holy Spirit, He would 
diſpoſe all our Hearts ro ſuch meekneſs of 
Wiſdom, lowlinels of Mind, and ſuch Ho- 
nour and Reverence of thoſe He hath ſer over 
us, as becomes the Sons of Peace, that ſo the 
God of Peace may be with us.

thall lay down, in order to make us all of oze 
Mind, 1s to be doathed with Humility. Where 
ow nels of Mind and Humility bear {way, 
ſucn perſons will eſteem others better than 
themielves, and wil! have a better opinion of 
the Wiſdom ot their Superiors, than of their 
_ own. Let nothing, Gith SE: Paul. he done 
through ſtrife, or vain-glory ; but in lowlineſs 
of mind let each efteen others bettcy than them- 
ſee ves: Look not every man on his own things, 
but every man alſo on the things of others, Phil. 
2. 2, 4+ I am not for an implicic Faith, and 
am as far from pinning 1t upon another Mz ns 
fleeve, as any pcrion whatſoever ; yet I am 
apt to think that the great Men, who are at 

the Helm, may be wilcr than ſome others 
and know betrer what is for the publick DO, 
and what 1s fir and convenient, thin others 
can poflihly do. A modeſt.and humble Man 
wil not truſt roo much to his own [udgment, 
but will give his Governors, and fuch as arc 
in 
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- In Authority over him, leave to underſtand 
things better than himſe't. Whether the Wil- 
dom of the Nation ſhou'd truckle to private 
Capacities, or private Cypacities ſhould com- 
ply with the Wiſdom of the Nation, I leave 
you to judge. Humilicy and Jowlinels of 
Mind will teach us, that the former ought to 
take place, and not the latter; and it may 
be very well expected, that Men of leller A- 
bilities, and in lower Stations, ſhould y1cld co 
the determinations of ſuch as have better 
Parts, and move in a higher Sphere than they 
do. Tis no diminution, no leticning of any 
Man's judgment to give way to his Superiore, 
and modeſtly to acquielce in what they do, 
eſpecially when what they do 1s done upon 
mature deliberation for the publics good. 
A Captain 1s never the wor{er Man tor think- 
1ng that the Chief General of the Army un- 
derſtand better how to manage a Battc] thin 
he doth ; neither 15 it any Argument of any 
Man's weaknels to truſt to the Judgment and. 
Diſcretion of ſuch as he ought to eſteem 1wi- 
{er than himſelf. And therefore that we may 
be all of one Mind, and live in Peace ; let us be 
cloathed with Humility, and put on lowline!: 


— 
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of Mind; and 1a a dutiful Subjection to our 
betters, make not our {clves the Standard of 
Wiidom, and aftect things above our reach ; 
but confeſs racher our own Ignorance, than 
[utpcct them to be 1n the wrong. 

2. As the fir Divettion f lay down it 
order to make ws all of one Mind, is to be 
cloathed with Humility ; ſo my f{econd Dire- 
Fon, in order to obtain the ſame thing, 1s 
this ; iz. To lay afide Pride and Vain-glory. 
Pride many times puts a Mn upon over- 
valuing himſelf, and under-valuing another. 
A proud and a ambitious Man would be 
chought ſome body, and appear great, and 
make a fhioure m the World ; and tree 
he ſets up for a Politician , and expects that 
his Underſtanding, and his Judgment ſhould 
| be had in great vogue and reputation ; and 
that other Men's Sentiments ſhould bow to his 
Reaſonings. And hence it often arileth, That 
2 Vain- lo: 1 tous Man out of a patitonate -defire 
to Carry on the Re putation of EN own Unde:- 
ſtanding, Wildom, and Judgement ; for the 
which he hath bh high an Eſteem, that he 
tightly contiders, and ſaver! ically weighs the 
Sayings of fuch as ovpoſe him : He abcunds 
in 
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in his own ſence, and therefore will contend, 
let his Cauſe be never fo bad. This 15 com- 
monly the way of ambitious, proud, and vain- 
olorious Men. They entertain a fond opinion 
of their own great Wiidom and Underſtan- 
ding ; arc confident and poſitive they under- 
ſtand great matters, and deſpile and condemn 
all others that are not juſt of th-ir Mind and 
Judgment, and exactly jump with them in 
the ſame exceſs of Se!t-conccit and Preſumpti- 
on. Hence it often happens, that proud Men 
take too much upon them, and tpcak evil of 
thoſe things they know not; and rathly judee 
of the Conſtitution of Government, cenſure 
the Proccedings of their Governors, and ar- 
raign their Actions at the Bar of their own 
private fancics. Pride 1s uſually the Princi- 
pal root of Contention : Wile King Solomon, 
in the 13th. of Proverbs, at the roth. V 'erle, 
tells us as much : and St. 7ames ſays, Il hence 
come wars and fightings among you © Come they y 
not hence, {ays he, even from your luſts ® And 
here give me leave to ſpeak my mind plainly : 
I verily am perlwaded, that a proud and an 
ambitious Man, who is of a petred and waſpiſh 
Temper, of a moroſe and pceviſh Diſpoſition, 


ang 
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and who fets too high a value on his own pri- 
vate Judgment : [ ay, [ verily am per{waded 
that {uch a Man 1s not to be conſulted in 
things doubtta!, becaule every lictle oppolition 
15 apr tO provoke his Patiton, and 1n that Paſlt- 
on he is apt to loſe his Reaſon ; and when his 
Realon 1s gone, his Opinion 1s not worth a 
ruſh. He that 7s ſlow to wrath, 1s of great under- 
ſtanding : but he that is baſty of ſpirit, exalteth 
fer, lays Solomon, Prov. 14. 29. And in the 
gth. Chapter at the ſame Book, at the 22d. 

F ork. he tel's us, That an angry Man ftirreth 
up ftrife, and a furious Man abounds in tranſ- 
grejſzon: And at the 24th. Verſe, he gives this 
Caution , Make 710 Friendſhip with an angry 
Man, and with a furions Man thou ſhalt not go, 
left ibou learn his Ways, and get a ſnare to thy 

Soil. Ts certainly rue, chat the moſt POW- 
erful charm to eſtabliſh "6 .ce, and the moſt 
cftectual means of {erling Tr KY amongſt us, 
is to lay aſide all Pride and Vain-glory, nd 
not to think better of our {elves than we ought 
to do; but in an humble and low Eſtcem of 
our telves, yield and condefcend to the Judg- 
ment of theta who are of greater worth, and 
ſee more than we do. When pride cometh, then 
cometh ſhame : but with the lowly is wiſdom : 


lays 
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ſays Solomon, Prov. 1. 2. Real Wildom 1s 
moſt commonly to be found in the humble 
and lowly Man; he takes other Mens judg- 
ments along with his own ; examines things 
to the bottom, and does not with a {upercili- 
ous diſdain deny Men to ſpeak in their turn, 
but argues the matter ſoberly, without {nar!- 
ing or flying into Paſſion. The humble and 
lowly Man 1s far from being wile in his own 
conceit ; he does nor admire himſelt, or pre- 
ſume ſo much upon his own Wiſdom, as to 
think him(elf wile enough to ler a patrern,ind 
give Law to all round about him. No, the 
lowly Man 1s dithdent of his own Apprehen- 
fions; and therefore he calls in the Judgment 
of his Superiors, the bctter to inſtruct and di- 
rect him; and 1s willing to be ruled and go- 
verned by others who have more wiſdom and 
underſtanding than himiclft. As there 1s no- 
thing more odious to God ; nothing which 
his Soul {o much hates; and nothing he 1o 
much abhors, as Pride, Ambition, and V41in- 
glory ; 1o, on the contrary, there is nothing 
more acceptable to Him than Humility, Meek- 
neſs and Lowlineſs of Mind. God rc{iſteth the 
Proud, but he gives Grace to the Humble. 
And as Humility procures God's Grace unto 


fs > 
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us ; ſo it 1s the beſt way to procure Peace un” 
to us allo; Peace with God, and Peace with 
Men : Nay, it 1s the moſt Jikely method we 

can take to come to the right know.;edge of 
thoſe things which make for our Peace. For 
certainly, 1t we expect Peace and Quietneſs ; 
it we would be happy at Home, and ſtrong 
Abroad ; if we would avoid Anarchy and 
Contuſton ;' and it we would contend againſt 
ſhedding of Blood, and involving the King- 
dom in Wars and Tumults, the moſt effe- 
Gual means we can take is to acquielce in the 
Judgment of our Supertors ; to take things 
as they have fetled them, and not to preſume 
that the Foot 1s witer than the Head. Tis 
a prepoſterous thing for 115. to countel our 
CounſePVors, or to go 2bout to teach our 
Senators wiſdom. Puvlick aftat's belong to 
publick perſons; be not 2 vaſte-5ody mn other 
Mens matters ; let every Mn content him- 
{elf with his own buſine{s ; aud, (ve (hole to 
ſettle the Aﬀarrs of the Norion, whom the 
Nation ſent up to fcttic Them: The Re- 
FO REN 19 Parliament did not drop out 
of the C'ouds ; neither d1d they meet toge- 
ther no body knows how; but were fair] 'y, 
with the conſent of the People, tent up to 
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conſult what was beſt to be done 1n a time of 
Exigency; and unleſs the People make ul- 
of them only as Noſes of Wax, they ought 
to reſt ſatisfied in their Determinations, {ce- 
ing what they did was the Ad and Deed of 
the whole Narion. 

Whoſo is wile, wiil confider this ; and 
they that do not, but are diſcontent-d at the 
preſent juncture of Afﬀairs, and murmur and 
repine 1n Corners, and lily infinuare things 
are not well FY [| cannot lee how they 
can eſcape the character of Men promoting 
Mutiny and Diſorder, and endexvouring to 
bring in utter Confuſton amongſt us. 

Wherefore let Men lay afide all Pride and 
Vain-glory ; let them not be wile in their 
own Eyes, and prudent in their own Sight ; 
but let them hear what other Men can ay as 
well as themlelves, and not puff themſelves 
up with vain Imaginations, That they have 
more Brains than their Neighbours, or more 
Wiidom than their Superiors. 


3aly, My third Direction, in order to make 
us all of one Mind, and to live in Peace, is to 
put on Charity. We find St. Paul, 1 Cor. 
13. 4,5, 6, 7. giving this deſcription of it : 
Charity 
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Charity ſuffereth long, and is kind \, Charity envi- 
eth not ; Charity vaunteth not it ſelf , 3s not puf- 
fed up, Does not behave it ſelf unſeemly, ſeek- 
eth not her own, 1s not eafs ly provoked , think: 
eth no evil, Rejoiceth not in iniquity, but reJoi- , 
ceth in the truth : Beareth all things, believeth 
all things , hopeth all things, and endureth all 
t2:ngs. Now all thele Properties of Charity 
do naturally tend to promote Peace and good 
Agreement among Men. And, 

Firſt, C harity ſuffereth long 3 thee 15, 15 Not 
revenge Gl 

Secondly, Charity 3s kind ; that 1s, is gentle 
and courteous, tender and compatilionzre. 

Thirdly, Charity envieth not ; that 1s, does 
not fret, mutter, and repine. 

F ourthly, Charity « vaunteth not it ſelf, and 3s 
not puffed #p ; that 1s, 1t diſpoſerh a Man to 
be humble and mcdeſt. and keeps Men from 
being proud and ont, 

Fitthly, Charity does not behawe it ſelf unſee m- 
ly: that is, does not ſpeak rudely of any Van ; 
and where there- is difference of Judgment, 
permits not a Man to beſpatter his Adverſary, 
and to rai] againſt him. 

Sixthiy, Charity ſeeketh not her own ; that 
1s, cares for others beſides our ſelves, and 15 
always ready to do good. Se- 
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Seventhly, Charity is not eaſily provoked ; 
that is, imputes and reckons all tor good, bur 
notie of the cvil that is done by any. 

Eighthly, Charity thinketh no evil, that 1s, 


does not {urmiſe Evil, or interpret chings to the 


worſt Sence, but puts the beſt and faireſt Con- 
ſtruQtions upon the Actions of Men. I might 
go through with the other Properties of Cha- 
rity, as they are deſcribed by St. Paul, and 
ſhew how they all conduce to make Men of 
ons Mind ; for in whom theſe Properties dwell, 
they will qualifie them tor Peace and Amity, 
Love and Concord. Let all things then be 
done with Charity, let us believe the beſt and 
hope the beſt. 1 would not have Men halt 
between two Opinions 3 1t the Lord be God, 
as tollow him; but if Baal.then follow 7A 
I am {ure the faireſt way 1s tor Men to de- 
clare who they are for, and whoſe Intereſt 
they carry on. I, for my part, am neither a- 
fraid nor aſhamed ro declare, That I beheve 
tis my duty to comply with the preſent Go- 
vernment both in Praying tor, and in Swear- 
ing Allegiance to King William and Queen 
Mary ; and if other Men are nt of my judg- 
ment, I beg they will deal as fairly with me. 
as I ſhall with them, not to think the wore 


of 
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of me jor doing that which in my Conſcience . 
I 2m per{xaded I may lawfully do; as I ſhall 
not think the worſe of them tor not doing 
that which they in their Conſciences cannot 
lawiully do. I have now done with the Ar- 
guments I propos'd to perſwade us all to be 
of one Mind, and to live in Peace; I come 
now to apply what has been faid. 

We Proteſtants have lately had a great 
and wondertul Deliverance ; our pure and ho- 
Iy Religion was in danger of receiving a total 
Downtal ; our Laws and Liberties were tram- 
pled upon, and in a manner taken from us ; 
and by the Advice of a Popil {1 Counſel, the 
Liberties and Properties of England were n- 

vaded ; and they were hurry1ug us to Slavery 
as Hereticks, and pcrions that ought to be 
made ſubje& to the Romiſh Yoke. Let us 
then from the bottom of our hearts, tell forth 
the Deliverance of the Lord. Fhis Kingdom 
was dead ; but, praiſed be the Lord, it is a- 
live again : Whar therefore ſhall we render 
unro the [ord for thele and all his Mercics to 
us? Now to {hew you the way how we may not 
tortetrt God's Mercy, nor turn his Juſtice a- 
gainſt us, thelſc followi ing Conſiderations will 


help us. 


7, The 
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i. The deſign of God's Deliverance and 
Mercy to us, is to lead us to Repentince. And 
indeed this is the only thing the Nation wants. 
We have all {inned, and done wickedly ; we 
have had Deliverance upon Deliverance, and 
Mercy up >n Mercy ſhewed to us; and yet 


ſo incorrigible and inſenſhble have we been of 


the Almighty's favours , that we bave made 
our ſelves even ripe for Judgment and De- 
ſtruction. What can we expect ſhould to]- 
low ſo general a Prophanenels, as 15 now in 
the Land, bur a general Deſtruction ? God 


| ith tried all ways and means with us; he 


has ſeen our Iniquities, and our Sins have come 
up before him, and 1n mercy to us he his {pared 
us, in hopes that we would be wile and be- 
come new men ; but 1f our Impietics break 
out a-treſh, and we will not know the things 
that belong to our Peace ; What can we look 
for, but that God will withdraw his mercy 
from us, and leave us as a prey to be devour- 
ed by our Enemies? Enemics that will have 
no mercy upon us; Enemies that are 
now up in Arms againſt us : And Enemies 
which even think the rime long till they di 
their Fingers in our Blood. Alals'! God is 
daily provoked, and the diſhonour done to 
him 
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him i not laid to heart. Manifold have been 
his Preſervations, and innumerable are our 
Provocations. Who can rel! what will be 
next? Wherher God will throw ns off, re- 
move the Candleſtick of his Gotpcl Fon us, 
and g1ve us up to the Rage of French and Iriſh 
Papilts, or he wil be our God, fight our Bat- 
te's, and bleſs us with Vittory and Succels ? 
Come, ler us litr up our Eyes to Heaven, and 
with penitential Tears w aſh away our S1ns; 
and then we may hope, that God will be on 
our fide. Let us repent of the Evil that we 

nave done, and that wil move God to turn 
away any Evii he intends againſt us. Call to 
your remembrance Ahab's humbling him(elt, 
1 Kings 21. 27. who though he was a Man 
who did {ell him(elt to w _ wickednels ; yet 
upon his Repentance, upon his Faſting, and 
walking ſoftly, God put a ſtop to che Judg- 
ment he intended to have bro! 19ht upon him, 

and made the ſudoment walk ſoftly £0, ad 
would not {end it till the next generation at- 
ter him. And thus may we procure Victory 
over our Fn-mies, and obtain Peace for our 
days, 1 we humble river and repent, and

cry out with the Ninevries, Fe Dey thee, O 


Lord ! we bj mech thee delzwver 5 not up to the 
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bands of our cruel and inraged Adwverſaries. God 


will not be wanting to us at this time,or to our 


cauſe, if we by Repentance ſeek to him for aid 


and afliſtance. The Malice of our Enemies 1s at 


this time extraordinary great, and they are car- 


rying on extraordinary Works againſt us; what 


remains for us, but that all our Hands be }itred 
up in Prayer ; and that we mightily cry unto 


God, that he would blaſt their Defigns, and 


turn their Counſels into folly. A certain Wri- 
ter, who us'd to go along with Charles the fitch, 


and accompany him in his Wars, gives this ac- 
count of him, That he was wont to tight his 


Battels over upon his Knees before he came 


actually to engage with his Enemy. The firſt 
thing he did was by his Prayers to make God 
his friend, to prevail with him to be on his (ide, 
and readily acknowledg'd that many of his Vi- 


Qories were owing to his Devotions. We are 


here met this day 1n all humility co fight our” 


battels upon our Knees alſo. Ler us be impor- 
tunate with God, that he would afliſt us in 
our quarrels; beſeech him that he would ſtand 
by us, and that we may have the better of our 
Enemies when we go to battel againſt them. 
Who knows but our Prayers may be as preva- 


lent for Vidory as our Sou'dicrs Hands ; and 


thar 
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that God may hear us calling upon him, and for 
the ſake of our cry may give them V tory and 
Succeſs. Call upon me, lays God, in the day of trou- 
ble, and I will deliver thee. And as the way £90 
to forteit God's Mercy, to keep his Juſtice from 
breaking 1n upon us, and to give us Victory over 
our Enemies, 15 to enter upon a ſpeedy Repen- 
rance : So the other thing which I ſhall offer to 
your Conſtderation, in order that we may be 
Conquerors, 1s this, That we ſtudy the things 
that make for Peace amoneſt our ſelves. Alals ! 
what good will our Victory over our Enemies 
do us, if we fall out among our ſelves. It we 
expect, or with that God ſhould give Peace in our 
days, we muſt be of one Mind. A Nation fermen- 
ted with Diſcontents, 1s in great danger ; and 
when {the has Enemies within her felt, thoſe with- 
out will take the advantage of it in the ruine and 
deſtruction of us all. If thercfore we have any 
eſteem for our Country, any kindneſs for our 
ſelves, Relations or Friends; If we have any Zeal 
for our Religion, any Charity tor the Publick 
good ; or, laſtly, any Prudence to apprehend 
how much the well-being of all thele depend 
upon our being of one Mind. and living in Feace 
roocther ; we thall be ready to practiſe 21] thole 
Vertues which conduce to Unity and Concord,

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and conſequently to the Intereſt of our King- 


dom. May a mercitul God, who has hitherto 
preſerv'd us upon our penitent and devout Ap- 


plications prelerve us ftill. May he pititu!ly be- 


hold our Dangers, and mercifully forgive our 


provoking Sins. May he t. avourably with Mer- 
cy hear thoſe our Prayers which are offer'd up 
to Him this day 1n all our Engliſh Churches and 
Congregations. 'And whilſt our Enemies the 
French, Iriſh, and Engliſh Papiſts pray to Saints 
and Angels for Vitory over us; we, O holy Je- 
fs! dir ret our Prayers only to X12 who only 
heareſt Prayer, and can help us. Save ws, O 
Lord, for thy Name's ſake ; for thee, and thee alone 
we humbly adore. Bleſſed Saviour ! evermore de- 
fend thy true Church, and let the ſenſe of common 
Danger wnite 14s all as one Man into ene commoit 
Intereſt. O Lord ! by a total Defeat convince all 
eur Popiſh Enemies of the Vanity of all their wick- 
ed Deſigns and ungodly Contrivances againſt 1s. 
v] holy Teſus ! grant we beſeech thee theſe our Re- 
queſts. O Lord hear ! O Lord hearken and ty ! 
And for thy dear Son's ſake, grant that our Religion, 
and our Laws may be ſecur a to 18, and to our Po- 
fterity after us, to many and many Generations. 
And let all the Pcople that love King IWWilliz 
and Queen Mary ſay, Amen, Amen. 
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
